A Typical Set-Up 


ad NEW development in the handling of bot- 
tles in cases put into effect this vear in the plant 
of the Coca-Cola Bottling Company of San 
Diego, California, has been responsible for a 
considerable reduction in operating costs and 
a definite increase in plant efficiency. In addi- 
tion, case storage capacity has been greatly in- 
creased. 


In order to meet the demands for greater 
production resulting from the influx of mili- 
tary personnel into the San Diego area, John 
M. Jones, Jr... production manager, and his 
assistant, B. F. Fleming, decided to make some 
drastic changes in their methods of operation. 
Working closely with engineers from Owens- 
Ilinois Glass Company, they succeeded in work- 
ing out a novel but effective course of action. 

The first step in increasing operating effi- 
ciency was to purchase two R.C.A. case unload- 
ers and to install them on the plant’s Cem 50 
and Cem 40 lines. 


The next highly important step was to in- 
crease the storage capacity of the plant without 
nstructing a new building. The answer in this 
case was effective use of pallets in the plant 
operations. 


The many lengths of conveyor that had been 
used for transporting empties from the trucks 
to the bottling lines and the conveyor used for 
taking full cases to the storage areas were taken 
apart. Some were placed on the floor in an area 
approximately 17 feet by 48 feet. Two runs of 
conveyor were used for the pallets carrying 
filled cases and one run was used to transport 
the empty pallets back to the loading area. 


All production from the filling lines now feed 
through an opening in the wall. The cases are 
then loaded on to pallets and are allowed to 
carry down to the end of the slanted conveyors. 


A Towmotor operator then takes the full 
pallet from the end of the conveyor and stacks 
it in the storage area ready to be loaded on to 
the delivery trucks when needed. 


The conveyors will hold a load of 15 pallets, 
each pallet bearing 12 cases of beverage, before 
it is necessary for the Towmotor operator to 
unload them. 


These changes in the ease handling system 
have increased the available storage volume ‘by 
606 and have also brought about great savings 
in handling costs. Mr. Jones estimates that his 
handling costs were cut at least one-third after 
the new system was installed. 


As a further step in fully converting their 
operation to pallets the San Diego Coca-Cola 
company recently purchased 14 pallet trucks.

Shown at his desk is John M. Jones Jr.. who with his as 
sistant, Billy F. Fleming. made some drastic changes in 
their methods of operation which resulted in increasing 
storage volume by 60°%,. 


At the far right are two conveyor lines carrying cases of 
empty bottles which have been unloaded from delivery 
trucks on pallets. Cases are carried to two R.C.A. case 
unloaders at the left. Bottles move into unscramblers 
which feed them into bottle washer. Empty cases proceed 
on conveyor to case packers to be refilled. 


Here is a view of the modern plant of the San Diego Coca-Cola Bottling Company where 
substantial economies have been made by novel use of pallets and conveyors. 


Pallets holding filled cases are easily loaded ca trucks 
by: means of Towmotor trucks, marking a big saving 
in time and labor.

tion controls affecting route salesmen, warnings 
oncerning the mounting competition of frozen con- 
entrated juices, and an open forum on deposits got 
star billing at the annual meeting of the Ohio 
Bottlers of Carbonated Beverages at Columbus 
March 10-11 

An additional feature was a talk by Michael \V 
DiSalle, former price stabilizer, who insisted that 
price controls be continued as the most potent 
weapon in the fight on inflation. Mr. DiSalle, now 
stumping for the Democratic senatorial nomination 
in Ohio, declared that there was no single domesti 
problem more important to the future of America 
than the threat of inflation 

Referring to the fact that the upward sweep of 
the price index had stopped, he declared: “This 
doesn't mean the fight is won. After a battle, you 
don't throw away all your weapons. You wait to 
make sure the war is won It is possible to have a 
stabilized defense economy if we take advantage of 
the common sense for which we are noted”
